Reports hitherto current, based on 
early tests of Sir Percy's fire-director 
had been altogether favorauie, the 4n- 
vention being sald to have Increased 
the percentage of hits to such a de- 
} gree that British supremacy in guh- 
i firing was assured. No little surprise, 
censequently was caused yeserday by 
a report that, in the special tests now 
| be'ng made by the admiralty, Admiral 
| Sceott’s invention failed to acaieve any- 
thing like the results previously claim- 
ed for it. 
| H, M. 8. Thunderer, fitted with the 
;new director system of firing, and the 
Orion, fitted with the ordinary naval 
fire control, took part in a competition 
in which the Orian was successful 
The firing took place at 10,000 yards. 
The Orion completely smashed the 
| target while th. Yhunderer in the first 
three salvos ot ten shots each failed 
to find it. In the last two salvos her 
shells went home and shattered it. 

In a previous trial, which took 
place ou November 18, the Thunderer 
completely beat the Orion, making 
| fifty per cent., or more hits against 
the Orion's ten per cent,, at 10,000 
yards in a heavy sea, .
